IDENTIFICATION COLOURS FOR 
SCHEMES FOR SHIPS' VENTILATION SYSTEMS 



1. Scope— Specifies identification colours for functional plans to be used for ventilation systems 
on board ships, only when identification by colour is necessary. 

2. Identification Colours — The identification colours for schemes for ventilation systems and 
colour references in accordance with IS : 5-1978 'Colours for ready mixed paints and enamels 
( third revision )' shall be as indicated in Table 1. 

Note — The colour references given in Table 1 are for guidance only.
